9:30 a.m This was the tinme set in a Notice of Public Hearing mailed by certified mail to affected property owners on January 14,
1998, and published in the Reno Gazette-Journal on January 16, 1998, to consider the recommendati on of the Washoe County Pl anning
Conmmi ssion to approve Abandonnment Case No. AB12-17-97 for Lightning "W Ranch/ Wi se to abandon the bicycle path easenent created
by Fi nal Subdivision Map No. 3009 for the Franktown Unit of the Lightning "W Ranch Subdivision. As a result of the adopted Area
Pl an, the bi ke path easenment was required as a condition of approval for the TMB-12-92 for the Lightning "W Ranch. That request
was to develop a density-transfer, residential comunity of 107 honmesites with a golf course on four parcels totaling fi340.41
acres. The subdivision is designated High Density Rural (HDR), Medium Density Rural (MDR) and General Rural (GR) in the South
Val | eys Area Pl an.

The bicycle path easenent to be abandoned is | ocated east of Od US 395 al ong Franktown Road in the South Valleys Pl anning Area
wi thin Sections 22 and 23, T16N, R19E, MDM Washoe County, Nevada. Proof was nade that due and | egal Notice had been given.

Don Young, Departnent of Community Devel opnent, reviewed the history of the Lightning "W Ranch subdivi sion, provided background

i nformati on, and stated that in August, 1996, the Board directed staff to begin the process of renoving the bike path designations
on Franktown Road from County plans and maps and begin the process of relinquishing any easenents that had been acquired for said
bi ke path; and that formal abandonnent of the easements is the procedure required to do so.

In response to Chairman Bond, |egal counsel Rusty Nash advised that the County could retain the easenents and that action would
not automatically put the bike paths back into the Parks Master Plan. M. Young noted that the easenments could not be used for any
pur pose ot her than bi ke paths or something that would be considered a | esser use, such as jogging, wal king, etc.

Chai rman Bond opened the public hearing by calling on anyone w shing to speak regardi ng this abandonnent.

Bob Weise, Lightning "W Ranch, stated that the easenment on his property starts nowhere and ends nowhere; that it cannot be
connected to easenment at the other end of Franktown Road without condemmation proceedi ngs because properties between the two have
al ready been devel oped; and that the best place for a bike path would be along the old highway. He stated that abandoning this
easenent will allow himto clear up the title for 9 parcels. In response to Conm ssioner Muliot, M. Wise stated that he did not
receive a density transfer in exchange for dedicating the easenent.

Chai rman Bond asked | egal counsel if a dedicated easenent is land that belongs to the County. M. Nash stated that the land stil
bel ongs to the | and owner with the County having the right to use the land for the purpose for which the easenent was established.
As to the issue of liability, M. Nash advised that if and when the County devel oped the easenent for its intended purpose, then
the County woul d al so be exposed to liability.

Bob Rusk, Washoe Valley resident, reviewed the history of the Lightning "W Ranch back to the original proposed subdivision and
stated that M. Weise did get a density transfer and part of that was for dedicating the 15 feet. He further stated that no one,
not the County, not Parks, at any tinme ever stated that they wanted to build a bi ke path on Franktown Road, but that he believes
the County should hang on to this right-of-way for the future.

Debbi e Sheltra, West Washoe Associ ation, encouraged the Board to uphold its previous action and abandon this easenent.

Jack Bauer, West Washoe Associ ation, stated that a bi ke path could not be built on Franktown Road; that he thought this issue was
put to rest a long tine ago; and asked why it has come up again. M. Nash explained that there is a statutory procedure that must
be foll owed to abandon County rights-of-way and stated that that is the procedure before the Board at this tine.

There being no one else wishing to speak, the hearing was cl osed.

It being the consensus of the Board that NRS 278.840 is being conplied with, that the abandonment of the bicycle path easenent
described in the aforesaid Notice appears to be in the best interest of the public, and that no person would be materially injured
t hereby, on notion by Conmm ssioner Canp, seconded by Comm ssioner Shaw, which motion duly carried, Chairmn Bond ordered that
Abandonment Case No. AB12-17-97 be approved.
